The  hotel  is  surrounded  on! 
the  west  by  the  Tanchipa  ridge, 
on  the  east,  north  and  south 
by  a  great  plantation  of  orange 
trees,  a  fact  that  greatly  en-^ 
hances  the  beauty  and  charm  off 
the  landscape. 

We    arrived   at   the  Taninul 
Hotel  later  than  we  had  plan-  j— ^ 
ned,  due  to  a  rain  storm.    Mr.  i  |^ 
Wilson   H.   Pue,   the  manager, 
and  his  efficient  employees  had 
planned  a  special  dinner  for  the       ^  ^ 
party,  but  since  we  were    so  tto 
late  arriving,  they     gave  the 
same  dinner  the  following  night. 
After  special  greeting  from  the 
hotel  hostess,  we  went    on  a 
sight  seeing  tour  through  the 
hotel  and  its  surroundings.

The  Hotel  with  the  longest 
portico  in  the  world,  furnished 
all  types  of  entertainment  for 
the  group,  including  horseback 
riding,  ping-pong,  billiards, 
shuffleboard,  dancing,  fishing, 
and  hunting  only  one  hour  from 
the  hotel.  Swimming  in  the 
Emerald  swimming  pool,  where

The  Taninul  Hotel  furnished 
transportation  in  their  station 
wagon  for  the  group  to  go  to 
the  beautiful  pic-nic  paradise. 
Swimming  back  under  the 
mountain,  and  climbing  the 
falls  was  something  one  reads 
about,  but  never  realized,  until 
we  made  this  trip. 

The  group  was  treated  as 
royal  guests  at  the  hotel.  De- 
licious meals  were  served  from 
the  spacious,  air  cooled  dining 
room.  Another  dining  room  was 
located  just  across  the  grounds, 
in  a  rock  cave  in  the  side  of 
the  mountain.
